CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE | 


NAME 


The name of this organization shall be THE 
ANCHORS. 


ARTICLE II 
OBJECT 


the object of this organization is to further the 
Astoria Annual Regatta, whether it be by sponsoring 
social functions or projects recommended by the 
Regatta Association; and to create and perpetuate a 
friendly, cooperative spirit among women who are 
interested in furthering the Regatta activities. 


ARTICLE Ill 
ELIGIBILITY 


Any girl 21 years of age or over, of good moral 
character, shall be eligible to membership in the 
Anchors. 


ARTICLE IV 
OFFICERS 


The officers of this organization shall consist of 
Skipper, First Mate, Yeoman, Purser, Historian, 
Publicity Officer, Corresponding Yeoman and 
Executive Officer. 

(a) A nominating committee shall be appointed by 
Skipper and will consist of any 3 Club members and 
the Skipper. Election shall be held at the Ist Nov. 
business meeting. 

(b) Officers shall be installed at the January 
business meeting to serve for a term of one year. 


CONSTITUTION 
ARTICLE V 
EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


The executive committee shall consist of the 
Officers, the Past Skipper and one other member. 


ARTICLE VI 
MEETINGS 


Meetings shall be held on the first and third 
Mondays of each month at any place designated by 
the Executive Committee. 


ARTICLE VII 
AMENDMENTS 


Constitution and by-laws may be amended at any 
regular business meeting by a vote of the majority of 
the entire membership; or if the amendment was 
submitted in writing at the previous regular business 
meeting, then they may be amended by a two-thirds 
vote of those voting, a quorum being present. 


BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE | 
EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


Sec. 1. Executive Committee shall consist of all the 
Officers, the Past Skipper and one additional member 
elected by the club at the same time and placeasthe 
club officers. 


Sec. 2. Betweet: meetings the government and 
management of this organization shall be entrusted to 
the executive committee until the next meeting. 

Sec. 3. A vacancy existing in the executive 
committee from any cuase other than the expiration 
of a term shall be filled by a majority vote of the entire 
committee. A person so elected shall hold office for 
the unexpired term of the member she so succeeds. 

Sec. 4. One-third of the members of the executive 
committee shall constitute a quorum. 


ARTICLE II 


DUTIES AND POWERS OF OFFICERS 


Sec. 1. Duties of the Skipper: It shall be the duty of 
the Skipper to preside at all meetings of the Anchor 
Club and of the Executive Committee of the Anchor 
Club; to enforce strict observance of the Constitution 
and By-Laws; to appoint committees; to create such 
committees and appoint members thereof as she 
deems available; to appoint all officers not provided 
for. 

Sec. 2. Duties of the First Mate: The First Mate shall, 
when called upon, assist the Skipper, and in her 
absence perform her duties, and shall succeed her in 
office in case of death, resignation or removal. 

Sec. 3. Duties of the Yeoman: It shall be the duty of 
the Yeoman to record the proceedings of the club and 
of the executive committee, and to keep all books that 
are needed to successfully carry on the work of the 
office in a businesslike manner. It shall be the duty of 
the Yeoman to receive and answer all official mail 
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under the direction of the Skipper. 

Sec. 4. Duties of the Purser: It shall be the duty of 
the Purser to receive all monies belonging to the club 
and to account for same. She shall pay all bills and 
keep an account of her receipts and disbursements. 

Sec. 5. Duties of the Historian: It shall be the duty of 
the Club Historian to compile historical records of the 
club. 

Sec. 6. Duties of the Publicity Officer: The Publicity 
Officer shall take charge of all matters of publicity 
and advertising. 

Sec. 7. Duties of the Corresponding Yeoman: It is 
the duty of the Corresponding Yeoman to assist with 
the outgoing mail, especially at Regatta time, to mail 
out the monthly Anchor Logs and to be efficient and 
helpful to our organization. 

Sec. 8. Duties of the Executive Officer: The duties of 
the Executive Officer are to attend all executive 
commitee meetings and assist the Skipper in every 
way she can throughout the year. 


ARTICLE III 
FEES AND SUSPENSIONS 


Sec. 1. The annual membership dues of each 
member shall be $5.00 payable in advance. 


Sec. 2. The initiation fee shall be $2.50. 


Sec. 3. Any member $1.00 in arrears of dues shall 
be classed as delinquent; however, such suspended 
member shall be notified by the Yeoman of such 
suspension. Payment of back dues after suspension 
shall reinstate such member to active membership, 
provided such reinstatement is approved unanimously 
by the executive committee. 


Sec. 4. Any member with three consecutive 
absences shall be called by the Skipper or Yeoman to 
inquire if there are any problems, etc. If there is no 
response, a letter will be sent at the discretion of the 
executive committee. 
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Sec. 5. Only members in good standing who leave 
the city may upon return be reinstated by paying a 50 
cent fee, providing membership quota is not full. If 
membership should be full, the members must remain 
inactive until such a time as a vacancy occurs in 
membership. A member who may drop out for other 
reasons (excluding sickness) must submit her name 
and be voted on and initiated as a new member. 


Sec. 6. Any member who has droped from club for a 
period of five years or more, wishing to be reinstated, 
must be voted on and initiated as a new member. 


MEETINGS 


Sec. 1. The regular meetings of this organization 
shall be held on the first and third Monday of each 
month. 

Sec. 2. Special meetings of this organization may be 
called by the Skipper, by a majority vote of the 
executive committee or upon written request of seven 
members of the club. 

Sec. 3. Seven members shall constitute a quorum at 
any meeting. 


ARTICLE V 


ELECTIONS 


Sec. 1. Elections shall be held at the first Nov. 
business meeting. 


Sec. 2. Election shall be by ballot and a majority of 
votes cast shall be necessary to elect. 

Sec. 3. All officers and executive committee 
members shall be nominated annually. 

Sec. 4. A nominating committee shall be 
appointed by the Skipper and will consist of any three 
club members and the Skipper. The chairman of the 
nominating committee shall present a list of nominees 
at a meeting prior to the November business 
meeting. Club members may make nominations from 
the floor in addition to this list. 
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Sec. 5. The office of First Mate shall not continue 
into office of Skipper. The First Mate and Skipper shall 
be asked to be candidates for each office. The 
nominee for Skipper should have been actively 
involved in Anchors for three years and have been an 
officer at least once. 


ARTICLE VI 


MEMBERSHIP 


Sec. 1. The membership shall be unlimited. 


Sec. 2. Any Anchor member who has served fifteen 
years active or continuous service may have the 
privilege of applying for associate or life membership. 
This status includes attending meetings and social 
functions with no assessment, and no_ voting 
privileges. 

Should an associate member choose to be active 
again, she will have the privilege of automatically 
becoming a regular member at any time. 


TRADITIONS 


RULES AND REGULATIONS 


The official publication of The Anchors shall be the 
“Anchor Log,” edited by three members appointed 
by the Skipper, and mailed before the second 
business meeting. 

All past Queens are Honorary Members upon 
reaching age 21 and are not required to pay initiation 
fees or dues. 

Those asking for leaves of absence should apply to 
the Skipper. Length of time, reason, and assessment 
will be left to the discretion of the executive 
committee. Leaves of absences, length of leave and 
assessments shall be left to the discretion of the 
Executive Committee. 


GENERAL 


Flower Fund: A member is appointed by the Skipper 
to make collection at each meeting for flowers or gifts 
to members becoming ill. 

Sergeant-at-Arms: Appointed by the Skipper to 
maintain order, to perform ceremonial duties for 
Installation and other events as required. 

All outgoing officers are hostesses for the annual 
Christmas party, with the exception of the immediate 
Past Skipper who will have served on the two previous 
Christmas parties. 

New members shall, as part of their installation, 
assume the obligation of cleaning up the Club Rooms 
after the Initiation Party. 

The club presents each new bride with a gift. 

The club presents member's new baby with gift. 

An Outstanding Anchor award shall be given to an 
Anchor for merit and inspiration to others. She will be 
chosen by the executive committee and Skipper. A 
token of appreciation will be given to the Anchor or 
Anchors with outstanding attendance. 

The first Monday in September there is no meeting. 
Associate members are hostesses on third Monday in 
September.
